President Potter Deelares Aged Man 
Is Mistaken. 


| The alleged mysterious disappearance of 

$25,000 from a vault of the American Trust 
and Savings Safe Deposit company was 
made the basis of a suit for recovery against 
the company in thé Municipal court yester- 
day by John H. Secrist, a real estate dealer 
at 145 La Salle street. Mr. Secrist alleges 
that the sum was put inte a.vauit.in the 
company’s building at Clark and Monroe 
streets in 1905 and was fotind missing trom 
the box, in November, 1906, 

E. A. Potter, president of the safety deposit, | 
company, last hight said that while he is not 
ready to say that Secrist does not believe he 
placed the money there, he is confident that 
Secrist, who is 80 years old, is mistaken. 

„ Séecrist, although he says he lost $20,000, 
offered to settle with us for $500,” said Mr. 
Potter. We considered that kind of a propo- 
sition equivalent to a heldup and so turned 


Mr. Secrist is over 80 years of age and that 
fact may have something to do with his 
| claim.” os 
Steadfast in Contentions, 

Despite the refusal of the company to en- 
tertain his claim, Secrist alleges that he put 
the, money into the vault in $100 and $1,000 
bills. The money, he said, was part of 
$40,000 which he said he received from the 
sale of Wisconsin lands. Valuable papers, 
he asserted, Also went into the vault. The 
only keys to the receptable were held by 
him, his daughter, Mrs. B. E. Spalding. and 
the vault company, according, to the claim. 

“The officials of the company say they do 
not believe that Mr. Secrist had that much 
money in the vault,’’. said Otto G. Ryden, 
attorney for Secrist, last. night. “As Mr. 
Secrist is 80 years old, they seem to think 
that he would not remember the amount of 
money he put away. 


Taken Out by Fraud? 

One theory advanced to me by a former 
guardian of the vaults is that some one who 
knew of Secrist having the money there ob- 
tained Mrs. Spaulding's key, and represent- 
ing himself to be an agent of hers took the 
money. 

I have gone over Mr. Secrist’s books with 
him and I belleve that he put the money in 
the vault. I thought that he had a good case, 
so I filed the suit in his behalf against the 
old company, the American Trust Safety 
Vaults, and the new company, the Amer- 
ican Trust and Savings Safe Deposit com- 
pany, to make certain ot getting He, one 
which is Hable for the loss.”

NOW UP TO CITY OFFICIAIS. 


Rule, as Now Proposed, Would Apply 
Downtown Only. 


Street cars will stop on the near crossings 
in the central business district beginning 
Nov. 15 if the city officials agree to adopt a 
proposition. that was worked out at a con- 
ference between Chief Steward, officers of 
the traffic squad, and representatives of the 
street railways yesterday. 

The proposal is made with a view to reliev- 
ing the congestion of traffic, ae it will give 
traffic crossing car tracks a chance to move 
while the ‘street cars are taking on and dis- 
charging passengers. After this is done oh 
the near side of the street the traffic going in 
the same direction with the cars will not be 
held up again by the stopping of cars on the 
farther corner, as is the case under the 
present system. 


Agree on Need for Change. 


Several conferences over the matter have 
been held by representatives of the police 
| department and the railway companies, it 

being agreed on both sides that much of the 
‘delay on the downtown streets results from 

the present scheme, 

It has been tentatively agreed that the 
new central business district shall be con- 
talned within Indiana street on the north, 
Harrison on the south, Clinton on the west, 
and the lake. The final details will be set- 
tled at a meeting to be held at the office 
of Chief Steward Monday morning. 

In the meantime M. B. Hereley, city trac- 


poration Counsel Brundage as to whether it 
wilh be necessary to have an ordinance 
passed before the new plan can be put into 
execution, or whether the.simple change in 
the rules of the traction company can ac- 
complish It.

TO SEARCH COOK CLAIM. 


Oaptain Bartlett Also Honored by 
League for His Work. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 3—A special gold 
medal for Commander Robert E. Peary as 
discoverer of the morth pole was voted today 
by the, National Geographic society. The 
board of Managers of the society accepted 
unanimously the report of its subconimittee 
of scientists, who had examined the ex- 
plorer's recorde and proofs and found them 
to be corroborative of his claim that he had 
reached the pole. i 

The society adopted a resolution that the 
question of Whether or not any explorer 
reached the north pole prior to 1900 shall be 
referred to a subcommittee of experts, with N 
authority to send for papers or make such 
journeys as may be necessary to inspect 
original records. Thi: indicates that the 
society proposes as soon as possible to pass 
upon the records of Dr. Frederick A. Cook. 


Text of the Resolutions. 
The resolutions adopted by the society were 
as follows: 3 
„ Whereas, Commander Robert E. Peary, 
“has reached the north pole, the goal sought 
for centuries; 
„ Whereas, this is the greatest geograph- 
ical achievement that this society can have 
opportunity to honor, therefore, 
Resolved, that a special medal be award- 
ed to Commander Peary. 
„ Resolved, that the question of whether 
or not any one reached the north pole prior 
to 1900 be referred to the committee on re- 
search, with instrections to recommend to 
the board of managers a subcommittee of ex- 
perts who shall have authority to send for 
papers or make such journeys as may be 
necessary to inspect original records, and 
that this action of the society be communi- 
cated at once to those who may have evi- 
dence of importance.” 
In, on to awarding Commander Peary 
a special gold medal as à token of the high- 
est honor the society can bestow upon him, 
it also was decided that a medal be given 
to Capt. R. A. Bartlett, who was declared 
by the society to have displayed able sea- 
manship, pertinacious effort, and able man- 
agement” during the Peary arctic expedi- 
tion.

The memories of various persons in the de- 
partment of public works do not coincide con- 
cerning certain material facts relative to the

Commissioner Hanberg has no recollection 
of ever having had the matter brought to his 
attention; in fact, he is positive that it was 
not, but his assistant, Paul Redieski, is 
equally certain that he did call the attention 
of the commissioner to both the claim and 
the reports of the city engineers. 

City Engineer Ericson remembers mat he 
sent the claim and the reports of the consult 
ing engineers to Commissioner Hanberg’s 
office, but declines to express an opinion as to 
whether they ever fell into the hands of Mr. 
Hanberg. 


Ericson Makes New Report. 

Mr. Ericson yesterday completed another 
report about the whole affair, which he was 
asked to make after the matter of the pay- 
ment became public through the appearance 
of the charges in the Inter Ocean, but nel- 
ther he nor Mr. N e would reveal what 
was in this report. 

“I have nothing further to say about the 
matter at this time,“ said Mr. Hanberg. 

“I have sent my report to the commission- 
er, and it is for him to give it out if he wants 
to,” said Mr. Ericson. 


Full Report Called For. 

Mr. Ericson was called upon to cover in 
detail in his report the work on the Lawrence 
avenue sewer from the time of the letting 
of the contract eleven years ago under speci- 
fications made by William 8. MacHarsg, the 
consulting engineer employed by the city, 
including the reports by engineers on excava- 
tions, on section D, and the claim for extra 
payment at the rate of $2 a yard for the 
removal of 22,002 yards of shale. 

Another payment of extras for thé excava- 
tiom of rock jn the same sewer has been 
made during the last two years, according to 
the city records. This payment was made 
to Walter A. Shaw, who under the Dunne 
administration was one of the city’s supervis- 
ing engineers, and once reported that he 
found no evidence of shale. Later he did 
some of the excavating work on section a 
ang received $3 a cubic yard for excavating 
700 yarde of rock. 


Says Shale Does Crop Out. 

* TI don’t know whether it was limestone or 
Shale,“ said Mr. Ericson. “I believe, how- 
ever, that it was limestone that crops out 
near the surface close to the river, where 
section Q ts located. It may have been shale, 
for despite the statements that shale never 
occurs above limestone, i know to the con- 
trary, and can bring a dozen experts who will 
so testify.” 

That matter is not in controversy at this 
time, and” was brought to light when Mr. 
Ericson was searching for copies of the let- 
ters sent to Mr. Hanberg regarding the Mc- 
Govern claim.

Parker-Washington Case. 

While the finance committee is holding up 
a contract with the Parker Washington com- 
pany for $4,000 worth of crushed stone, it 
has developed that during his. lifetime 
Michael Doherty, superintendent of streets, 
bought a considerable quantity of this stone 
from this company 

The contract which is being held up calls 
for a price of 90 cents a cubic yard f. o. b. 
wagons at the yards, or 8 cents a yard at 
Yates avenue. There is also a price of 65 
cents a yard omewhat is known among 
contractors as screenings. Thig contract 
was objected to by Ald. Fisher, wih declared 
that 65 cents would be a good price for the 
crushed stone, instead of 90 cents. 

According to the records in the bureau of 
streets and the business agent's office, it is 
shown that under requisition from Mr. Doh- 
erty, the city bought from the Parker-Wash- 
ington company in July, August, and Septem- 
ber $3,460 worth of crushed stone, and be- 
tween Oct. 26 and 30, while the contract was 
being held up in the finance committee, it 
bought $1,474 worth. 

According to the bills various prices were 
paid for screenings, ranging from 50 cents to 
90 cents, all delivered at practically the same 
price. The stone is being taken out of the 
southwest land tunnel, for which the Parker- 
Washington company has the contract.

road must have been sorely tried yesterday 
by the lack of consideration given to his 
statements and promises by the members of 
the local transportation committee. 

He was striving to stave off the recom- 
m of an ordinance, presented by 
Ald. berg. which aims to compel the 
elevation of the tracks from Fifty-second 
avenue to the city limits, but he failed. 

The ordinance will go to the council next 
Monday, with the recommendation of the 
comnittee that it be passed. It prohibits the 
running of cars on the surface parallel to 
and within fifteen feet of an embankment 
Containing the tracks of a steam road, which 
are carried over intersecting streets by a 
bridge, and applies only to.the Oak Park 
elevated. 


Hears Himself Called “Bluffer:” 

Mr. Knight sat patiently by and heard 
himself ‘described as a dluffer and one 
who does not play fair.“ Perhaps he obtained 
some solace from the fact that he had a mem- 
ber of the Austin Public Policy club, M. B. 
Mills, stand up for him and urge the com- 
mittee to give the Oak Park elevated a four- 
teen year extension of ite franchise in re- 
turn for the elevation of the tracks through 
Austin; which was one of the terms he offered. 

His alternative was to receive a grant 
from the city to build an extension through 
the ‘Fifteenth ward to HumboRit park, but 
as he would only take one route, which 
would bring him face to the necessity of se- 
curing from the west park board the 
right to cross the park with the elevated 
structure, the committee did not consider 
the proposition. 


Knight Says He'll Fight. 

It was realized by all the members of the 

committee that the passage of this ordi- 
hance may result in stopping the Oak Park 
elevated trains at Fifty-second avenue, thus 
cutting off Austin and Oak Park from the 
service, but Ald. Fosberg, who introduced 
the ordinance, declared that the people of 
Austin were so tired of the procrastinating 
tactics of Mr. Knight and were willing to un- 
dergo the hardship of a temporary suspen- 
sion of service in order to get the elevated 
tracks and remove the danger of the grade 
crossings.

Knight, after all the arguments had been 
heard. 

“I'll A@ght it, of cqurse, and beat it,” 
plied the railroad president. 

Way to Stop “Loop Noise.” 

A legal opinion regarding the power of the 
city to pats regulating measures for the 
abatement of the noise on the loop was re- 
ceived by the committee from Edwin H. 
Cassels. 

He holds that there are several methods 
by which this may be accomplished, and that 
if it can be shown that the structure is 
improperly constructed, and that there are 
practical means by which the noise can be 
eliminated or reduced, the city has the right 
to pass an ordinance requiring the roads to 
make the specified changes. He holds, how- 
ever, that such changes must not materially 
change the character of the structure. 

Another method is to have the state file 
a bill to enjoin the roads from continuing 
the nuisance. He says: “If the excessive 
and unnecessary noise of the loop is a nuis- 
ance at all, it is a public nuisance, and a 
bill in equity for the purpose of enjoining 2 
continuance May be filed by the state.“ |

In the almost invincible complacency 
of American cities the despoilers find 
their fortification. Although citizens have 
been educated to resent economic wicked- 
ness—except,, seemingly, in San Fran- 
cisco—the plainer and more fundamental 
moral issue is a new one. 

The offense against morality is so um 
speakable, so unthinkable, that the sense 
of fairness which controls in all com- 
munities develops a reluctance to believe 
it possible. That and ‘the peculiar polit- 
jeal conditions under which New York 
conducted its campaign furnish the ex- 
planation there which mixes hope with 
the discouragement. The refusal to elect 
a Tammany district attorney and the 
placing of a strong man in that office fur- 
nishes another hope for New York. 

San Francisco will learn that a yellow 
streak is a poor municipal asset and that 
its splendid ability to recover from a stag- 
gering blow and rebuild a crty is serious- 
ly tarnished by inability to keep up a 
fight for a principle.

If it shall appear that the contractor 
was entitled to what he got the business 
character of this administration will be 
vindicated. If it shall turn out that he 
has got money under false pretenses he 
should be forced to disgorge, and the city 
employés who through their negligence or 
ignorance enabled him to get his claim for 
extras allowed be dismissed from office. 

The duty of the city council to order an 
‘investigation is plain. It cannot be avoid- 


ed, and the aldermen should have the 


support of the city administration.

Sir 
Paul Gore, whose father was lord mayor of London, 
went to Ireland as a captain of cavairy under Queen 
Elizabeth, settled there, obtained large grants of land 


house, still known to this day as Castle Gore, and was 
created a baronet of Ireland by James I. It was the 
third baronet of this line who, after wedding the heiress 
of Richard Saunders of Saunders court, was created first 
of all Baron Saunders, then Viscount Dudley of Castle 
Gore, and lastly earl of Arran. e

His royal highness has alweays been opposed to this 
practice, which he considers causes unnecessary suffer- 
ing. and it would give him much pleasure to hear that 
owners of dogs had agreed to abandon such an objec- 
tionable fashion.

Tailors nave just been celebrating an anniversary 
of some sartorial interest, namely, the birthday of the 
waistcoat, which, according to that veracious chronicler 
Samuel Pepys, made its first appearance on Oct. 15, 1666, 
on the person of King Charlies II. Commenting thereon, 
Samuel Pepys says: I wish the king may keep it, for 
it is a fine and handsome garment.“ 

Charles, although celebrated as the most extrava- 
gant of British monarchs, is understood to have devised 
and inaugurated the waistcoat with tf object of giving 
the lead to more economical and sober fashions, the 
waistcoat being designed to do away with the extraor- 
dinary extravagance of the lace and embroideries of the 
shirt, which up to that time was exposed from the waist 
to the neck, beneath the coat. In its origin the waist- 
coat was long-flapped and remained in favor for many 
years in that shape, but decreased in length after the 
accession of George ITI. to the throne, until todag it 
practically stops at the waist line.

Samuel Hoare, who has just married the earl of 
Beauchamp’s half sister, Lady Maud Lygon, is the son 
of Sir Samuel Hoare of Sidestrand, heir to his baron- 
etcy, and is a partner in the old-established London 
bank of Barnett, Hoare & Co. The Hoares are of Anglo- 
Irish origin, and are descended from one of the officers 
of Cromwell's army who settled in Ireland, securing 
extensive tracts of land in the south of the emerald 
isle, especially in County Cork, and were known as the 
Hoares of Annabella. N 

Early in the eighteenth century, having meanwhile 
become Quakers, they transferred the headquarters of 
their family to London, where they established them- 
selvés as bankers in Fleet street, at the sign of The 
Old Leathern Bottle.“ These signs date from the time 
when London streets were still unnumbered, and when 
the leading bankers and merchants had their distin- 
guishing signs, some of the older established of them 
still retaining these signe as an indication of the age 
of their firm. The Hoare family likewise embarked in 
brewing, and between this and banking succeeded 
in amassing great wealth,, much territorial influence, 
and, last but not jeast, three baronetcies, held by Sir 
Henry Hoare, Sir Samuel Hoare, and Sir Sidney Hoare, 
respectively.

The chief of the family and the holder of the oldest 
baronetey, created in 1786, is Sir Henry Hoare of Stour- 
head, the latter being a magnificent place in Wiltshire. 
It is a massive pullding, in the Italian style, occtipying 
the site of an ancient Saxon castle, of which the foun- 
dations and some of the walls remain, and that belonged 
to the noble house of Stourton from the reign of King 
Henry II. until George I., when it was purchased by the 
Hoares, who built the present structure. The park is 
un immense and picturesque domain, dotted in several 
places with lakes forme * the river Stour, which runs 
through it.
